PORTERVILLE — Charges against John Start, Porterville police 
chief, issued by Ed Valliere, Porterville city manager, were read, with 
Start’s permission, at an adjourned meeting of the Porterville city 
council Tuesday aftemoon in the city hall. A public hearing on the 
charges is scheduled for 1 p.m., October 27, in the city hall council 
chambers. 

Following are the charges against Start as listed in a “Notice Of 
Intent To Terminate Employment,” sent to Start by Valliere. 


You are hereby notified that I, as City Manager, intend to 
terminate your employment as Police Chief of the City of 
Porterville, effective October 27, 1976. 


The reasons for this action are as follows: 


1. 


You have failed to exercise good judgment while engaged in 
public speaking, i.e., on August 24, 1976, at a police wives’ 
meeting before the Press, you publicly stated the Council 
was derelict in its duty. You challenged the Council and 
City Manager to a public debate. You stated the City 
Manager was ignorant of police practices. This type of 
activity by a management employee constitutes 
insubordination, malfeasance and misconduct which insults 
and attacks the integrity of Administration and the City 
Council. 


. That you have permitted your officers to participate in 


public programs ridiculing business establishments within 
the City of Porterville, to wit: Breakfast Lions Club, 
October 6, 1976. 


. You have demonstrated a lack of fiscal responsibility in 


managing the Police Department, particularly when you 

were asked, along with other department heads, to make 

the preliminary budget sacrifices necessary to balance the 

budget. You have instead encouraged a greater monetary

WE ASKED Kralowec about 
this. He told us that he did not 
receive a death threat. He said he 
withdrew from the case Tuesday 
aftemoon when he learned that, 
against his legal advice, Start had 
allowed the charges against him 
to be read in a public meeting. 

WHEN WE asked Canzoneri 
what he is investigating in 
Porterville, he told us: The 
Porterville political situation, a 
possible vendetta against Start

CHP Looking For Violators Of 
Farm Labor Transportation Law 


FRESNO — The California 
Highway Patrol is looking for 
violators of the farm labor 
transportation laws, and persons 
who provide rides for farm 
laborers as a farmer, contractor, 
or just a neighbor who charges a 
few dollars for gas without 
proper licensing, may be 
breaking the law. 

CHP spokesmen say that 
Stricter standards for farm labor 
vehicles and their drivers have 
been in effect for over a year, 
the new requirements being part 
of legislation passed following an 
accident in which 19 farm 
laborers died near Blythe. 

A local CHP spokesman said 
that farm labor transporters 
Operating in violation of the 
Statutes can be classified into 
two groups: Those who actually 
do not know they are breaking 
the law, and those who know, 
but attempt to dodge or ignore 
it. 

The CHP has been waging a 
campaign against illegal farm 
labor transportation activites for 
some time through public 
information programs and 
rigorous enforcement.

COTTON HARVEST 
IS GOING STRONG 
BAKERSFIELD — The 
cotton harvest is going strong 
south of Bakersfield this week, 
according to Max B. Medcalf, 
Officer-in-Charge of the 
Bakersfield Cotton Classing 
office. Most early-ginned cotton 
is being delivered on contract. 
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In “the early days of 
automobile invention, the idea 
of traveling without a horse out 
in front sparked the human 
genius for gadgetry. To the 
modern motorist, the 
contraptions that resulted seem 
humorous, clever, sometimes 
practical, and always short-lived. 
If a carriage wasn’t to be 
pulled by a horse, then it had to 
be pulled by some other beast of 
burden, right? Such was the 
reasoning, according to the 
National Automobile club, of 
two New Jersey citizens who in 
1868 invented a robot that 
could draw a small carriage. 
Dressed like a gentleman, silk 
hat and all, the robot was 
powered by a steam engine in 
the chassis of the carriage. By a 


system of rods and levers, the . 


driver could make the robot 
walk and turn. He could even 
adjust the length of the robot’s 
stride, which must have been the 
early equivalent of stomping on 
the gas pedal. 

The inventors insisted that 
they could also throw the robot 
into reverse if need be, Legend 
has it that the robot, 
demonstrating its remarkable 
maneuverability, backed them 
right into a river one night. The 
experience so dampened the 
enthusiasm of the robot’s 
creators that they gave up 
inventing forever. 

Many early inventors wanted 
to put the horse back in front of 
the horseless carriage. John 
Doyle in 1878 ‘built a 
mechanical horse to pull his 
carriage. Like the robot, the 
horse was powered by steam and 
manipulated by levers. With a 
“Giddap” and a tweak on a lever 
or two, the chauffeur could even 
coax the horse into a trot. 

A Chicago man in 1893 took 
the horse-drawn horseless 
carriage one step further by 
putting an electric motor in the 
body of the horse and by placing 
the entire contraption in the 
middle, so that sharp turns could 
be made with ease. 
Unfortunately, we have no 
record of what the real horses 
thought of their iatest 
competitors on the road. 

Early inventors had their own 
brand of humor. In 1927 a car 
appeared on city streets that 
seemed to maneuver through the 
traffic without a driver. The 
inventor, seated confortably 
between the back seat and the 
rear wall of the car, must have 
chuckled to see people scramble 
away from the apparently 


self-propelled car. A transparent

patch in the back seat provided 
visibility for. the hidden driver. 


Exhaust spewed out of the 
front of this car, as though it 
were Spitting fire at the innocent 
pedestrians it chose to pursue. 
Passengers attempting to 
descend gracefully found 
themselves dumped on the 
ground by a collapsible running 


. board. And a mechanic trying to 


check. the radiator would be 
doused with water squirted from 
a concealed:tank. Those, by the 
way, were the days of vaudeville. 


Leander Thorp, in. 1926, 
designed a means of putting an 
end to parking hassles forever. 
All one need do when parking 
spaces were scarce was stand the 
car on its rear end with the nose 
pointing skyward and roll it into 
any narrow space available. All 
cars, in Thorp’s plan, would have 
carried a platform attached to 
the rear end, and casters would 
have been fitted to the platform. 

Too bad today’s auto makers 
can’t use this idea. But can you 
imagine picking up your car by 
the front fender and swinging it 
ninety degrees into the air? Car 
designs may have changed, but it 
seems that parking problems are 
as old as the horseless carriage 
itself.

NEW FACILITIES ARE BEING USED 


PORTERVILLE — Officers 
of the Porterville Fair board of 
directors were reelected at 
annual meeting of the board 
held October .6 in the Cal Fed 
Conference room, and a report 
from the board secretary showed 
that an estimated 7,000 people 
have utilized fair facilities for 
several different activities since 
the new fairgrounds was 
officially oeaned is st May. 

Reelected were: Bill Rodgers, 
president of the fair board; Joe 
Faure, vice president; Gerald 
Lumley, secretary; and John 
Trimmell, treasurer. Resigning 
from the board was Gary 
Wallace whose business’ now 
takes him out of the community 
much of the time. 

This vacancy, along with an 
unfilled director position, plus 
the terms of three directors that 


expire this year - Doug Webb, 
Loren Schmid, and Jim 
Huesdens - will be filled at 


November 3 meeting of the fair 
board; nominations will be 
presented by a committee of 
Faure, Lumley, George Carter, 
and Guido Lombardi. 
Preliminary report on first 
annual Porterville Fair cook-out 
indicated that about $6,000 will 
be cleared on this event, with 
money to go toward retirement 
of the fair’s construction debt. 
In other business, Judy 
Meadows, representing the 
American Field Service, told 
directors that since some 
opposition to AFS Swap meets 
on the fair grounds has 
developed from the Heart Of 
Porterville association, this 
program is ‘being reconsidered 
and that a meeting between 
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HOPA directors and AFS 
representatives has been 
arranged. First AFS swap meet 
was held October 2. 

Directors authorized use of 
the fair grounds on December 5 
by the Tulare County Fire 
department for an_ all-day 
training program that will 
involve about 100 firemen, also 
use of fair facilities by 
representatives of Heifers 
International on October 15 to 
gather and load about 80 head 
of goats and three heifers for 
shipment to Pleasanton. 

Authorized also was a horse 
show in the fair’s livestock barn, 
with Fair Director Dan Hosfeldt 
appointed to work out details 
with the sponsoring 
Organizations; the show is 
tentatively planned for late 
November. 

In discussing uses of the new 
fair facility it was reported that 
major events held on the fair 
grounds include the Fair 
cook-out and the 4-H

Tom Cherry, manager, said a 
survey of all segments of the 
industry indicates that planting 
of 1,200,000 acrés is likely for 
“1977, provided sufficient water 
is available for irrigation. This 
would be an increase of 15% 
over the 1,050,000 acres planted 
this year in the San Joaquin 
‘valley cotton belt; in 1975, the 
total was 835,000 acres. 

The survey indicates 

increased planting will occur 
because of current and expected 
desirable prices for cotton lint, 
low returns this year on many 
alternate crops, and the fact that 
cotton requires less water than 
some alternate crops. 

To accommodate the planting 
increase, the CPCSD board of 
directors voted to save a total of 
22,000 tons of fuzzy seed from 
the 1976 crop for next year’s 
planting. This tonnage will be

divided evenly between the 
Acala SJ-2 and SJ-4 varieties. 
SJ-4 plantings this year 
represented 25% of total acreage 
and were concentrated in heavy 


* wilt areas on the east side of the 


valley. However, the cotton has 
performed well even where wilt 
is not a major factor. 

An experimental cotton, 
T5690, with greater wilt 
tolerance than SJ-4, will 
continue to be increased and 
may be released for limited 
commercial planting next year if 
post-harvest tests are favorable, 
according to Ot a, Cooper, 
director of the USDA~ Cotton 
Research station at Shafter. 

An appeal to cotton growers 
to increase present funding for 
Cotton, Inc. was made by J. 
Dukes Wooters of New York 
City, president ‘of the 
grower-financed program for 
product promotion and research. 

Wooters stated cotton is 
being outspent more than 10 to 
1 in advertising and research by 
synthetic fibers and warned that 
unless more funds are available 
the present program of Cotton, 
Inc. will have to be cut back.

ERRATIC JOURNEY TO 
NOWHERE 
The August issue of 


CALIFORNIA AGRICULTURE 
contains another of Dr. Jim 
Kendrick’s thought provoking 
editorials. Jim has a knack for 
evaluating problems that tend to 
surface in agriculture. He minces 
no words when he suggests 
solutions to these problems. 
Agriculture is fortunate to have 
a person of his vision playing an 
important role in our future. No 
wonder J.B. Kendrick, Jr. has 
earned the lengthy University of 
California title of Vice 
President-Agricultural Sciences; 
Director, Agricultural 
Experiment Station & 
Cooperative Extension. 

Kendrick suggests that the 
overall objective of agriculture in 
California must be defined or 
the future of our state’s most 
essential industry will continue 
to be cloudy and haphazard. 
“The agricultural enterprise in 
California has been in motion 
for more than a century at a rate 
which has been accelerating 
rapidly during the past several 
decades, but we still don’t. know 
its route or goal,” analyzes 
Kendrick. ‘“‘We have spent most 
of our time and energy on 
factors which influence the rate 
of motion, but almost no time at 
all identifying its direction.” 

GOAL IDENTITY 

He suggests that the time is 
finally upon us to look at 
agriculture as a total concept 
including, “‘start, rate of motion, 
direction and goal.” All the 
events (laws, regulations, labor 
supply, taxation, market 
variations, weather) which come 
into play in relation to the farm 
community should be evaluated 
as to how they contribute to the 
overall plan. With these factors 
in mind; Kendrick feels the first 
thing we need to do to insure a 
continued and successful 
agriculture, is to identify our 
goal. Kendrick suggests that the 
Governor and the Legislature 
determine and articulate the goal 
for agriculture. “I propose that 
the goal be: ‘Agriculture is to be 
maintained as California’s major 
essential industry.’ Once we 
have established where we stand 
and where we are going, all those 
involved in contributing to the 
agricultural enterprise would 
have an objective against which 
to measure and evaluate their 
decisions and their efforts,” 
proposes Kendrick. 

PROVIDE DIRECTION 
He theorizes that merely

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knowning this goal would be of 
great value to legislators and 
agency personnel. They are the 
ones who: must struggle with, 
evaluate, and implement the 
laws and regulations that have 
made an impact on the economy 
of agriculture .. . and ultimately 
to the very stability of California 
itself. 

Jim Kendrick. concludes his 
editorial with, “Until we know 
our goal, we will continue to 
evaluate each event as an 
isolated action complete within 
itself. This course of action can 
only lead to an erractic journey 
to nowhere. California’s 
agricultural industry and those 
who: depend on its activities 
should insist that its status and 
its destiny be defined.” 

The idea of setting goals for 
agriculture has a great deal of 
merit. As we go about 
establishing These goals, it is 
extremely important that the 
agricultural industry has an 
opportunity for full input. 
Failure to do so would make the 
final game plan a state plan 
rather than an agricultural plan. 
It is important that we plan 
from the grower up rather than 
from the state down.

4. On October 5, 1976, at a public meeting of the Porterville 
City Council, you appeared before the City Council and 
stated that the City Manager was a “coward.” ; 


5. On October 5, 1976, at a public meeting of the Porterville 
City Council, you spoke to the Council members in a rude 
and belligerent manner. 


6. On October 5, 1976, you publicly stated that the City 
Manager had filed false reports about members of the 
Porterville Police Department with the Tulare County 
District Attorney. ‘ 


7. On October 5, 1976, in the presence of the City Council, 
you stated that the City Manager was “an idiot.” 


8. You have failed to follow through with management 
requests and instructions, both written and oral. An 
example was your failure to develop procedures to 
safeguard the public regarding shotgun control. 


9. You have failed to overcome the noticeable lack of 
communication and understanding of management 
objectives. 


10. You have declined to accept the responsibility for 
problems, shortcomings, and failures within the Police 
Department.
